Went Engineer Blackwood 


His Fireman 


and 


WHEN THE FILL SLIPPED AWAY 


torn Urter the Fast Freight at it Moved 


Slowly Between Adams Mills aid 


Trimray Sunday Mo»i«x. 


The WheelinR & Lake Erie fast 
freight which passes Coshocton at 
2:50 o'clock every morning came to 
i^rief Sunday morning a mile south of 
Adams Mills.- The engineer and fire- 
man passed through a, thrilling exper- 
ience being compelled to swim for 
their lives. The engine and one car 
were buried but no lives were lost. 
The wreck in many points is similar 
to the fatal accident near Chestnut 
street in this city last August. 
The backwater from the river had 
risen to such height that It washed 
the fill a mile below Adams Mills. The 
low ground had once been crossed by a 
trestle, but it was burned out and last 
year was filled with slag and gravel. It 
was considered in good condition, but 
the trackwalker discovered Saturday 
night that it was being washed. He 
notified the nearest telegraph office, 
and the train was running on slow 
orders. 
• , 
Engineer Blackwood was moving 
almost at a snail's pace and believed 


xcould cross the fill in safety in 
spite of the fact that the Muskingum 
had risen until it washed one side of 
the embankment. He made a mis- 
take that almost cost him his life. 
The engine and two cars 
were 


well 
on the 
fill 
when 
without 
a 
moment's 
notice 
the 
fill 
slipped 
away 
from 
under 
the 


engine and it went down into tbe 
water. 
The engineer 
and tiremen were 
caught in the cab and went down 
with the engine. 
For a minute it 
seemed as though they would meet 
their death but both slipped from 
the windows of the cab and coming 
to the surface strucn out for land. 
Luckily there was no wreckage to en- 
cumber their 'efforts for life and 
they escaped.Tbeengineer was unhurt 
except for the ducking but the fireman 
was scratched and bruised when the 
engine went over. The boxcar next 
to the engine went down, but the 
next one remained on the rails. Only 
the stack, and a corner of the. cab 
showed where the engine lay. while a 
small part of the car was in sight. 
Word of the wreck was at once, 
sent 
to Canton, and by 7 o'clock 
Wreckmaster Andreg and a large 
force of men arrived with the wreck 
traiii. Agent Davies, of this city.was 
pressed into service, and half an hour 
afterward the wire had been tapped, 
and the wreckmaster was in commu- 
nication with headquarters. 
Super- 
intendent Van Dusen arrived duiing 
the day and took direct charge of the 
work. 
The first washout took away 80 


feet of the embankment, but Sunday 
afternoon 
at

100 feet 


more 
slipped 
into ". the 
water. 
This was 
not 
unexpected, 
and 
the 
workmen 
were 
prepared so 
that none were caught. The second 
accident greatly 
complicated 
the 


work of reconstruction and increased 
the damage. It is not believed more 
of tbe embankment will go. 
The morning passenger train from 


Zanesville was switched to the Cincin- 
nati & Muskingum Valley atEllis and 
reached Coshocton an hour late over 
tbe PanHandle.Trains are running by 
that route today 
on 
time being 
transferred to the Wheeling at Mor- 
gan Eun crossing. 
Good progress is 


being made in building-a trestle across 
the washout, and as trie water is go- 
ing down rapidly it is believed trains 
will be going over the line this -even- 
ing.The wreck in many points is much 
like the accident that occurred near 
Chestnut street in this city last Aug- 
ust when the engineer and fireman 
were killed. It was the same train,fast 
freight No. 183, and the accident oc- 
curred at the same hour, 3:50 o'clock 
in the morning, the train being on 
this occasion on time. Conductor 
Berg, who was in charge, of the train 
when it we n down last August, was 
in charge Sunday morning, and on 
each occasion was uninjured.
